Washington, September 11.—At 10:10 
a. m. the Star route jnry entered the court 
room, and, through their foreman, reported 
to the court that they had reached a con­
clusion aa to four of the defendants, bat 
that they stood as on Saturday as to the 
others, being unable to agree as to them. 
The court declined to receive tne verdict, 
and took a recess until 2 p. n».

In Detail.
Washington, September 11,—That pub­

lic curiosity in the remit of the Star route 
Dial has not abated was shown by the 
large crowd which thronged the court 
room this morning. Meesre. Miner, Rer- 
deli, Turner, Vaile, and J. W. Dorsey were 
in attendance, and the judge, having taken 
hia seat, the session of Fiday doaed and 
the session of . Monday was entered 
upon. The jnry entered looking 
fatigued and generally worn out. In 
answer to a question of the clerk, as to 
whether they had agreed upon a verdict, 
Foreman Dickson said; “We report that 
the jury stand the same as we aid when 
the report was made Saturday—decided as 
to four of the defendants and not able to 
agree as to the others.’’

Mr. Ingersoll requested the court to in­
quire whether there was any prospect of 
the jnry reaching a conclusion.

This the court refused to do, stating that 
was a matter about which the jnry might 
differ.

He was not willing to discharge them 
yet. He waa unwilling to enforce the bar­
barism of the law by starving the jury. 
They could have water to drink, food to 
eat. and a place to rest.

Foreman Dickson—The jury have juet 
requested me, if proper, to present briefly 
myperson&I views aa to agreement.

The Court—The court cannot receive 
that. If the jnry is still in darkness as to 
any qneation of law, the court will, with 
pleasure, try to enlighten them.

Foreman Dickson—We have fully dis­
cussed every point presented by. your 
honor as to thelaw of conspiracy and the 
facts presented by the evidence.

Juror McNally—I am firm in my con­
viction, and nothing can alter it.

The Court—None of you are authorized 
to make statements now. After discussion 
cornea deliberation. You have announced 
to the court that you have discussed the 
whole case. I have no doubt you have 
been deliberating, but you have not reach­
ed a conclusion as to the whole case. It ia 
in the power of the court to accept such a 
verdict aa you are prepared to render now, 
but the importance of the issue, 
the great amount of labor ana 
money and time and care expended in the 
trial of this cause, renders it very impor­
tant that, if possible, yon should render a 
complete verdict aa to all the defendants. 
I do not wish to give you binding inetruo- 
tiona even as to that. I will try you onoe 
more.”

Foreman Dickson (resignedly)—"We 
obey, with reapeotful resignation, to the 
court.”

The court stated that be did not wish to 
be understood by hie last remark as prom­
ising to discharge the jury at 2 o’clock, to 
which hour a recess was taken.

A Partial Verdict Accepted.
Washington, September II.—At 2:05 n. 

m. the jury entered and through the fore- 
man reported that they were 
unable to agree. The court 
stated that it had come to the 
con elusion to accept a partial verdict. The 
roll of defendants waa called and all an­
swered “here.” The jury rendered a verdict 
of acquittal as to Turner and Peek, and of 
guilty aa to Miner and RerdelL Aa to the 
others they were unable to agree.

On objection of Merrick, that Peck had 
not been arraigned, and, consequently, 
could not be included ia the verdict, the 
foreman repeated the report aa to the 
others, but left out the name of Peck.

On 
the 23d of March, Constable Baden arrest­
ed Snyder for adultery, and that same day 
tbe trouble was compromised by her mar­
riage, she supposing herself a single wo­
man. Shortly afterwards they removed to 
Kokomo, and on the 26th of Jane he re­
turned to this oity, and on the 6th of July 
abandoned her. About that time she 
learned her first husband waa alive, and n 
tiuee wat reached between her and Snyder 
by which she waa to obtain a divorce and 
be remarried in proper form.

Williams ia playing “One of the Finest,’ 
this week, at St. L>ob for benefit of the 
polioe relief fuad of that city, aad this ae 
couata for tho extraordiaary sale of tickets, 
although the play itaelf ia calculated to be 
popular with a great claaa of theater goers 
It is the only play npon the stage where 
the pelieemao is placed above the plane of 
burglars, and givea, upon the whole, e set- 
iafaetoiy representation. But the obj act of 
thiaartide ia not ao much to mention Mr. 
Williams's success at Si. Louis, as to 
bring out the question why tome oae 
doea not more ia the establish­
ment of a similar fond for tho polica and 
fire departments of this city. There are 
enough liberally disposed citizens wno 
would he found willing to contribute to a 
permanent fond, say lor instance, for tht 
police, and tbia coaid be augmented from 
time to time by complimentary benefits of 
some sort, and by fines and forfeiture for 
neglect of duty by patrolmen. For in­
stance, if the board finds an officer negli­
gent, instead of suspending him for ten, 
tweaty or thirty days, as it is now the cus­
tom, and putting a substitute in his place, 
they might compel the delinquent to for 
felt to many days pay tor the benefit of the 
fund. Let tho property recovered by the 
pellce and unclaimed be sold and the pro­
ceeds applied in the same w»y. Were the 
system once inaugurated, there are many 
honorable methods by which the fnoa 
oouid be sappHed. The advantage
lie# ia the fact that if a patrol­
man ia disabled while in the
line of duly, here la a meins of supplying 
hie neoeasitiee without compelling aim to 
draw upon the charity of his fellow-mem­
bers, either by doing “double duty” or 
direct financial contribution. Mnoh the 
same method could be brought into use for

that only a few could perform it, aad hence 
the burden became tedions and onerous 
longbefcre the anfierer died open their 
hands. Finee could be impoeed, old worn- 
out stuff might be sold, and in a score of 
wars the fund could be replenished* In 
addition a small monthly contribution
might be levied, both upon the police and 
firemen, to be applied for their 
respective benefits aa above. This

COMPULSORY VACCINATION.

Dr. Hibbard, of Btebmoad, Daeltaae ta 
Eaforce tb« Law oa tbc Subject—Treable

Dr. James F. Hibbard, health officer of 
Wayne county, baa issued a circular to tha 
school boards, township trustees and teteto 
era of Wayne county, from which the fol* 
lowing is an eziraet:

Abandoning compulsory vaccination must 
not be construed to signify that vaccination is 
Is esteemed less efiicadoua. nor 
smallpox lees dangerous than 
f^erly; on the contrary, eacn returning day 
brings additional evidence, not only of the vlr • 
nlence and loathsomeness of smallpox, but of 
the power of Vsort nation to save from Its rav- 
Mpea, and It is boped that all perrons wiU avail 
themselves of the protective influence* of vac­
cination voluntarily, now that attempts at com­
pulsion have eeaaed.

It is probable that this circular may pro- 
voke some unpleaaaatness. Already about 
eighty per cent of the school children of 
the state have been vaccinated, and ahou'd 
other county health officers be moved to 
follow the lead of Dr. Hibbard, there would 
be for the preaent bat little effect through­
out the state. It is suggested tha‘ 
the state beard of health should 
take Dr. Hibberd’a action under 
consideration, to ascertain from what 
source he derives authonty to set aside its 
defiaite regulations, tha law providing that 
the county commissioners in their capacity 
as health boards, should work in eon j one* 
tion with the state health board. This in­
dependent action of Dr. Hibbard’s 
looks as though sn effort was 
making to eripple the state board in the 
execise of its authority and it is likely
there will be some trouble. According to
’ * ............................. * * :h<the law it is not the duty of the teachers 

or trustee* to enforce the law, but simply 
to report its infraction. Enforcement Is 
the duty of the health authorities and the 
state board has never as yet ordered 
prosecution.
